ECENT EVENTS in the cattle in- 

dustry have caused the rancher 

to consider seriously the ques- 
tion, “What should be my breeding 
program in order to get the maximum 
production from my ranch and to have the kind 
of cattle that will bring top prices?” 

There can be no one answer to this question 
since every ranch enterprise has its own peculiar 
problems and potentialities. There are some basic 
principles, however, which apply in any operation. 
What are they? 

In designing a breeding program, one of the first 
questions that should be considered is at what age 
and weight, and in what market classification are 
most of the cattle to be sold? 

Since there is developing a proble m in merchan 
dising cattle in Florida, and indications are that it 
may become more serious, it behooves cattlemen 
to think through this matter very carefully in out 
lining a long range program. Cattle should be well 
suited for the market channel through which most 
of them will move and possibly more important, 
they should be suitable for moving through more 
than one channel. 


The owner of “‘one-way”’ cattle is at a tremen- 
dous disadvantage if the market for his kind of 
cattle is off. Cattle that will move through differ 
ent outlets are much more likely to bring a good 
price. 

Market Classes for Florida Cattle: 
(1) Light Weight or “Veal” Calves. 

Operations selling a high percentage of produce 
in this class are becoming generally unprofitable 
Veal calves are not likely to become profitable again. 
Slaughtering many animals of this age 
is basically

It is interesting to rate the average Florida herd 
on the characteristics needed since this points up the 
deficiencies of our cattle. The only 
place in which the average Florida cou 
would get a fair score would be on 
mothering qualities, She is decidedly 
lacking in the other characteristics 
considering all market classes, repro 
ductive efhiciency and feeding qualities 
ire the most important characteristic 
needed in beef cattle. These happen to 
be two of the categories in which most 
of our Florida cattle are most deficient 

Florida has the lowest calf crop in 
the United States. While nutrition 
plays an important role in re produc 
tion, most of our Florida cattle will 
not reproduce at a satisfactory level 
under conditions of good manage 
ment and adequate nutrition. (rregu 
lar reproduction and a strong ten 
dency to calve on alternate years only 
must be overcome if economical pro 
duction is to be realized.

The choice of feeds to be used in 
the fattening depends largely upon the 
age, grade and quality of animal to 
be fed.

FATTENING ON PASTURE 
GAINING IN FLORIDA 


An increasing number of 
cattle are being fattened on 
pasture each year. The degree of 
finish depends on the amount and 
nutritive value of the availablk 
forage. Since the supply of grass 
fat cattle is as seasonal as the 
grasses upon which they are fat 
tened, a major portion of the 
animals required for a year-long 
supply of beef must be brought 
to slaughter condition on a con 
centrated feed ration. 











Sixteen steer calves, averaging

In less than two years th e of 
animal fats in feeds has risen from

( byvige FEEDING in North Florida was begun in early part of the century 
in the shade tobacco area of Gadsden County mainly to furnish manur 


tor the tobacco. 
the cattle were secondary. 

Rations consisting mostly of cotton- 
seed meal and hulls were fed, and corn 
was not included in the rations to any 
extent until the late 1920's, Citrus 
by-products have been used in fatten- 
ing rations since 1949, and at present 
a large tonnage of citrus molasses is 
used by steer feeders in this area. 

Yearling steers of the three princi- 
pal beef breeds (Hereford, Angus, and 
Shorthorn) are preferred by local 
feeders. Good to choice grade feeders 
weighing about 700 pounds are most 
desirable. The photograph shows the 
type of steers that feeders want. Part 
of these steers are purchased as calves 
and grazed before feeding, and part are 
bought and placed directly on feed. 
For the past several years, most of the 
feeder cattle have originated in the 
Southeastern States, but quite recently 
a number have been brought in from 
the Southwest. Lack of enough good 
quality beef calves in the Southeast is 
a drawback in a cattle fattening pro- 
gram. During the past 12-month

period, approximately 12,000 cattle 
were fattened in dry lot in the Gads- 


den-Jackson county area alone. 
Corn Basic Ration 

Corn grown in North Florida and 
South Georgia is the basis for fatten- 
ing rations in this area. Citrus molasses 
is used extensively to supplement the 
corn, and most feeders use as much 
molasses as corn. Dried citrus pulp 
and citrus meal are also used to a very 
limited extent. Cottonseed meal from 
oil mills in the Southeast is the protein 
supplement which is fed almost exclu- 
sively. Peanut hay from nearby peanut- 
growing sections is the principal source 
of roughage, but grass hay from im- 
proved pastures, and cottonseed hulls, 
are also used to some extent. 

The ration most commonly fed in 
dry lot contain equal weights of 
ground snapped corn and citrus mo- 
lasses, plus cottonseed meal and hay. 
The cattle are fed all the corn and 
molasses they will clean up from one 
feeding until the next, 2.0 to 2.5 





In the beginning, the manure was the first considerat ind 


pounds 41% cottonseed meal per head 
daily, and hay self-fed. Cattle also 
have free access to a mineral mixturé 
containing salt. 


Almost all corn is fed in the ground 
snapped form. Most feeders mix the 
corn and cottonseed meal and merely 
pour the molasses on top with no 
attempt to incorporate it in the dry 
feed. Only a few of the larger feeders 
mix the molasses with the remainder: 
of the ration, because expensive equip 
ment is required. 

Steers fattened in dry lot are fed 
the ration for a period of 90 to 120 
days depending on the flesh of the 
feeder cattle when started on feed 
The cattle are normally fed to the 
good and choice grades. Because of the 
lack of a suitable market in the area 
for highly finished cattle, very few 
cattle are fed to the prime grad« 


Improved Pasture 
Many of the cattle feeders are fol

finishing in dry lot. Getting a rela 
tively inexpensive gain on pasture 
lowers the cost per hundredweight of 
the cattle going into the 
shortens the dry lot period, and 
on the quantity of feed required to 
finish. 

Since many farms have 
highly improved pasture on land not 
suitable for cultivation, using this 
pasture for steers fits the steer fatten 
ing into the general farming program 
and promotes good land utilization 
practices. Both permanent 
legume pasture and temporary winter 
oats or rye pasture, when 
lized, produce satisfactory gains.

Mrs. Carrie B. Tatum, P.O. Box 37, 
Pomona Park, Florida, takes honorable 
mention with this account: 

“We live on the edge of a small 
town, have our own eggs and milk, 
can our own vegetables and fruit, and 
have plenty of yard space. Conse 
quently it is easy for us to cope with 
an emergency of the stormy kind. 

“We use electricity for cooking, 
lights, hot water, everything. For 


tunately electric service usually is 
discontinued only for a meal or two, 
but twice we hav e been w ithout power 


for three and four days. 


There are five to feed at our house 
—two children, a grandmother, my 
husband and myself. 


If it rains during the no-electricity 
period, I collect rain water, or bring 
drinking water and cooking water 
from a field hand pump. We keep 
kerosene lamps, lanterns and flash- 
lights, and an emergency food shelf, 
ready for any situation, The food 
shelf has soups, jam, canned meat and 
vegetables on it, as well as the dry 
cereals, canned fruit juices, and other 
typical breakfast foods 

“We have a concrete front porch. 
My husband rigged up an old lead 
melting pot with gasoline blow pot, 
and we used this for boiling water 
for tea and coffee, and for cooking 
bacon and eggs, corned beef hash, 
vegetables, and so forth. This proved 
more serviceable than an _ outdoor 
stove, improvised from bricks, which 
was not very satisfactory during the 
rain. (No matter how good your 
make-shift, however, you are always 
glad when the fuel supply is restored 
so that you can resume baking and 
roasting! )

FALL POULTRY & EGGS 
eae PALL poultry and eggs deserve 

special attention by the family 
food shoppers. The supplies are plenti- 
ful, the prices usually favorable. Fall 
is generally the time of lowest egg 
supplies and higest prices, but not 
this fall. 

Eggs — medium and small — have 
been sO plentiful that the prices are 
as low as in spring. When buying, 
compare values and get the most for 
your egg money. When grade A Large 
eggs are selling at 8 to 10 cents a 
dozen more than Grade A Mediums, 
and 16 to 20 cents more than Small, 
Mediums and Smalls are as good or a 
better buy. 

Using Small Eggs 

When cooking with small eggs, 
recipes will need adjustments only 
when good results depend on a definite 
proportion of eggs in the mixture. For 
example, in custard where thickness 
depends on the amount of egg, more 
small than large eggs will be needed. 
If a standard recipe for baked or boiled 
custard, calls for 3 eggs, then increase 
to 4 when small or pullet eggs are 
used. No change in the number of 
eggs is needed in plain cakes, muffins 
and cookies. A good rule to remember 


_ 


is that small eggs weight about the 


same as 6 medium eggs. 

Eggs should be kept cold to hold 
their fresh quality but here are some 
temperature tips on eggs for best 
success in cooking 

1. When eggs are to be separated 
into white and yolk, remove from re 
frigerator at least an hour in advance. 

2. Eggs should be at' room temper 
ature to combine uM ell for cake- 
making. 

3. Egg whites will whip more 
quickly and to a greater volume when 
the chill is off 

4. When cooking in the shell, take 
the chill off before the egg goes into 
hot water to prevent crac king the shell 
or put eggs into cold water and bring 
eges and water to simmering temper 
ature together 

5. Cool hard cooked eggs in cold 
running water. Quick cooling helps 
to prevent the dark colored layer 
around the yolk Too, they seem to 
separate from the shells more easily 
when cold. 

6. The basic rule for cooking eggs 
(whether in water, frying pan o1 
oven) is to cook with low to moderate 
heat. Never boil eggs or egg mixtures 
but simmer gently. Eggs, like all pro 
tein foods, when cooked at too high 
temperature get tough and leathery 

Young Chickens, Stewing Hens 

Not only young chickens but stew 
ing hens are good buys this fall. These 
hens are excellent for fricasses, stews 
and dumplings, chicken a la king, 
chicken salad and other favorite dishes 

Old birds need long, slow cooking 
in water or steam to soften the con 
nective tissues and make them tender 
When stewing a bird, simmer, do not 
boil. This will require 3 or 4 hours 
for a hen, an old turkey 5 to 7 hours 
or longer. Cooking time can be cut 
down by using a pressure cooker. 
Follow directions that come with the 
cooker.

[+ ADITIONALLY the tractor has been 
known to head the list of machines 
involved in fatal farm accidents and 
1» large proportion of tractor accidents 
in the citrus industry occur in trans 
porting the tractor from grove to 
grove on the highways and in pulling 
grove machinery on secondary roads 
where blind corners, hills, etc., obscure 
normal visibility. 

Another danger is that frequently 
a slow-moving tractor in front of a 
line of vehicles will remain hidden to 
1 car that pulls out of line to pass. 
Usually the driver of the passing car 
under these conditions is quite sur 
prised to find a tractor at the head of 
the column when he attempts to pull 
back into line. 

In an effort to reduce the hazard 
attendant with moving grove tractors 
under these Citrus

SM, Ear More Beer program in Florida makes it vital to emphasize the 
fact that many herdsmen in all cattle raising sections of the state are 
working hard to improve the quality ot their animals. 

Che State Market Bureau says that “from 85 to 90 percent of all the (Florida 
grown) beef sold today is of inferior quality.” [his means that the best cuts 
produced here now are in a proportion of only 10 to 15 percent. The conse 
quence is the heavy influx of Western beef. 

lo fight the way out of this entanglement and build a sound industry, 
better breeding and better pasture management were imperative. The start 
toward this is well under way. The Brahman strain, and others whose qualities 
ire superior, have been found adaptable to our climate and conditions, and 
for some time have been bred to native cows.

A NEW FOCUS ON JUVENILE DELINQUENCY: “The old-time ‘cop on the beat’ 
is too busy with trafhe problems to pay much attention to the neighbor 
hood kids he used to know so well. The foot patrolman spends his time going 
up ind down the main streets writing out parking tickets; and this may 
be one of the reasons for the tremendous increase in juvenile delinquency.” 
They have little time to know the youngsters. 

The speaker was Charles G. Nichols, a vice president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States. At a meeting of the National Traffic Associ 
ition in Youngstown, Ohio, where he was born, Mr. Nichols lunged from the 
shoulder at one of the most difficult and aggravating problems which plague 
congested areas 1 Situation brought ibout by the interminable, crowding 
millions of automobiles w hich are spawned almost as freely as the pestiferous 
water hyacinth multiplies to choke Florida rivers, lakes and streams. 

Said Mr. Nichols: “In reality the patrolman of today is nothing more than 
i parking lot attendant. In suburban districts you do not find him on his 
beat, but generally two officers are riding around comfortably in a police 
car looking for trafhic violators.”
